Wants $100,000 Damages,

Fulton, Ky., June 28. This
place was given another sensation
Thursday wheu it was made known

that W. W. Meadows had filed suit
against Rev. Frank Morton Hawley

for J 100, 000 for real and punitive
damages as the out growth of the
Meadows-IIawle- y troubles, tn his

petitiou Mr. Meadows asserts that
the defendant did willfully and with

wicked intent alienate the love, con-

fidence and affections of his wife,

thereby making him au unhappy
man. Continuing, Mr. Meadows

says that he and his wife were mar-

ried 10 years ago and that until IS

months or two yeurs ago, ntieu nun-le- y

came here, their married life was

happy and his wife devoted to him

and their fifteen-year-ol- d daughter.
It is further set forth that the

plaintiff was absent from homo a

great deal the past two years anu
that during this time Hawley, a

roomer in the Moadows apartment
house, spent much ot his time driv-

ing with and in company with the
plaintiff's wife. This is alleged to
have continued until the last day of
May, when plaintiff ordered defend-

ant away from his house. It is

further charged that Hawley was

instrumental in and responsible for
Mrs. Meadows action in filing suit
for divorce aud alimony. After de-

fendant left city the petition recites
he continued writing to and sending
messages to plaintiff's wife and so

completely had he won her love and
affection she answered them. These
letters, it is claimed, contained ad-

vice and instruction intended to
assist Mrs. Meadows in her divorce

suit.
For the reasons recited in the

petition Mr. Meadows claims actual
damages in the sum of $50,000 and

further pays judgment for $50,000
for all necessary relief.

Ho then came back to Crittenden
county Kentucky and married Miss
Lizzie Coram. To this union was

born eight children, four boys and
four girls, four of his children survive
htm.
